Jnst been completed by John H. Dad- 
mun, of 429 Berkley street, Camden,

violin. Its owner gives the following 
as the story of Its life:

All cooking at that time wag by 


wood fires, and the people lived In 
tents and huts, with earth for their 
floor*. Countless fires made of wood 
upon ground strongly 
Impregnated 


with nitre must, have existed every 
day, and when such fires were extin- 
guished a portion of the wood must 
have been converted Into 
charcoal; 


some of this would, of necessity, be 
come mixed with the nitre In the soil. 
By this means two of the most active 
Ingredients 
of 
gunpowder 
were 


brought together, and It was very nat- 
ural that when another fire was bin- 
died on the same spot a flash might 
follow. This would lead to Investiga 
tlon, and then the manufacture of gun- 
powder was conceived. Whether this 
be true or not, there is abundant evi- 
dence that the origin of gunpowder and 
artillery goes far back in the dim ages 
of the past. 


The Hindoo code, compiled long be- 


fore the Christian era, prohibited the 
making of war with cannon and guns 
or any kind of .firearms. Quintus Our- 
tlus Informs us that Alexander the 
Great met with fire weapons In Asia, 
and Philostratus says that Alexander's 
conquests were arrested by the use of 
gunpowder. 
It Is. also written that 


those wise men who lived in the cities 
of the Ganges "overthrew their ene- 
mies with tempests and thunderbolts 
shot from the walls." Julius Afrlcanus 
mentions (.he shooting powder in the 
year 275. It was used in the siege of 
Constantinople In 60S; by the Arabs, in 
600; at Tbessaloulca, in 904; at the 
siege of Belgrade, 1073; by the Greeks 
In naval battles, In 1098; by the Arabs 
against the Iberians, in 1147, and at 
Toulouse, In 1218. It appears to have 
been generally known throughout civi- 
lized Europe as early as 1300, .and soon 
thereafter It made its way into Eng- 
land, where it was manufactured dur- 
ing the reign of Elizabeth, and wo 
learn that a few arms were nosesusecl 
by the English in 1310, and that they 
were used at the' battle of Crecy in 
1340.

how few people out of the thousands 
who keep pet canaries understand the 
propei- care of them.

*ritea tor Poultry Topics ft long ar- 
ticle about her experience In raising 
turkeys, from which a few practical 
•points are presented to readers of 
The Herald. She says she has given 
her undivided attention to the bronze 
variety as It IB the largest and most 
beautiful. It took her several yeara to 
learn how to raise them without too 
much care and trouble. She sets their 
eggs under chicken hens and when the 
polls hatch she has a turkey mother 
that has been setting on china ready 
is placed In a roomy box coop and 
made to sit down. "Have the coop 
rather dark, then slip a little turkey 
or two under her. As soon as she Is 
dulet and accepts the little birds, give 
her the number she Is to have. Never 
in all our experience had but one hen 
that would not take the poults. We 
keep her shut up for « day or two, then 
let her out, but keep the poults in a 
board pen till they become tame and 
have learned to eat; the old turkey 
mother won't leave them. We do not 
feed the poults till they are two to 
three days old. Let them eat a little 
sand If they like, or fine grit or grass. 
They get quite slim and active, and 
have digested all or most all of the 
yolk of the 
ejrjf, 
the last part 
ab- 


sorbed just before hatching. 
In a 


few days the little things have lost all 
fear of the hand that feeds them; then 
we turn them out with the hen, driving 
her to the pasture, where we wish 
them to range while young. The old 
hen won't go far; she knows her busi- 
ness. 


"We feed them while In the pen 


three or four times a day. Last sea- 
son we fed nothing but chick food; 
later a little cracked wheat or steel 
cut oatmeal; never cooked an egg or 
made any curds. After turning them 
out we fed them twice a day, three 
times If convenient, but In a short 
time fed them but once, that in the 
evening. 
We let them roost where 


they choose In a pasture of about ten 
acres. 
It. is all nonsense to worry 


about rain and dew, the old hen can 
shelter her young against the former 
and will also protect them from the 
latter. We have paid no attention to 
this for several years and have never 
lost any poults from either. Last year 
with all the floods, which everybody 
knows were the worst the central west 
has experienced for several years, we 
never lost any poults from the down- 
fall of rain. Weed seeds, bugs, grass- 
hoppers, berries, grass and a 
very 


little grain seems to be the natural 
food for birds, our domestic as well 
as the wild ones. A heavy grain diet 
Is only desirable during the fattening 
season after cool weather sets In."

In the magazine section of the Los 


Angeles Sunday Times of January 
17, appeared some excellent illustra- 
tions of the beautiful home which has 
recently been erected by Mr. James 
H. Adams, on the corner of Beacon 
and Tenth streets, Los Angeles. 


The frontage of the house is 54 feet 


and the depth 65 feet. There i? a ten- 
foot veranda, with tiled floor, running 
nearly across the front and on the 
north side back to the dining-room. 
The first story in built of Chatsworth 
Park sandstone and the second story 
of utained shingles. 
The roof 
has 


wide projecting e »ves and low porch, 
all of which give the building a broad 
and homelike appearance. 


On the first floor there is a large, 


commodious entrance hall with the 
sitting-room, library, reception-room 
and family dining-room all opening 
into it with broad, low, sliding doors, 
so that the whole interior may be used 
as one large room when occasion re- 
quires. 
At the rear end of the en- 


trance hall, which is twelve feet wide, 
is the main staircase leading to the 
second story. 
Between the dining- 


room and the kitchen are the butler's 
pantry, china closets and kitchen pan- 
try. 
At the left of the kitchen are the 


storeroom, rear stairways to cellar 
and attic and the washroom and set-! 
vants' quarters. 
Back of the kitchen j 


are a large screen porch and an out- 
side entrance to the basement. 


On the second floor thtre are five 


well lighted and ventilated chambers, 
each 16x18 feet in size, with commo- 
dious ventilated clothes closets to each 
and wardrobes built into the walls 
with beveled plate mirror doors reach- 
ing to the floor. Between the two 
front chambers there is a dressing- 
room fitted up wilh large wardrobe 
and private ba:h appointments. 
The 


main bathroom is large and conven- 
iently-located, and has white tiled 
walls and floors. The linen-room is 
fitted up with doors, drawers and 
cedar snelving, and is a model of its 
kind. The dining-room and main hall 
and staircase are finished in antique 
quarter-sawed oak, and other apart- 
ments in white cedar. 
The floors of 


the first story are of white oak waxed 
and polished. The second-story floors 
are Oregon pine dressed, varnished 
and rubbed. 
The walls are cement 


plastered in "sand finish, tinted, and 
the hall and dining-room have beam 
ceilings, of quarter-sawed oak with 
high oak wainscoting and plate rail. 
The bookcases of the library are built 
into the walls, and the ceiling is coved. 
One of the features of the house is 
that each winUo.v is glazed with pol- 
ished plate glass, which greatly adds 
to the appearance of the exterior. The 
lighting is combination gas and elec- 
tric, and the heating is by fireplaces 
and a furnace, 


In the basement is also an automatic 


gas water heater, which a (Turds hot 
water in unlimited quantities and at 
small expense to each fixture through- 
out the buikling instantly by the sim- 
ple act of turning the hot water faucet 
at any time of day or night. 
The 


house is otherwise thoroughly cv['.iip- 
pt-il with latest and most modern ut 
plumbing goods, electric bells, tele- 
phones, etc.
